For, 1, Chriſt perſonal is not the whole of 
Abrabams ſeed, to whom (though he be the whole i» whom, 
2 Cor, 1.20.) the Promiſes were made ; bur Chrift myſtical, the 
whole Church of Chri/t, 1 Cor. 12: 12, 13. all which, whether 
Jews or Gentiles, bond or free, (I may add, young or old) are but 
one in their Head }eſwns (rift, Gal.3.28; All that are Chrifts 
are Abrahams ſeed, verl. 29. and Infants are his, as well as grown 
perſons ; for he became an /»fant, ſuffered much in his very [nfar- 
c7, was the Head of the Church while 'an Infanr (and therefore. 
might well have Infaxt-members,) dyed for Infants as well as 


for grown men, bad his Diſciples to ſuffer little children to come 
. to him, (if not that be mighc baptize them,(for he baptized none at 


all, Tofanes or others, 70h. 4.1,2.) yet that he might &/e/s them, ) 
and ſaid, that of ſwch i the Kingdom of Heaven. 2. As for the 
carnal ſeed of Abraham, their fl-foly relation was not ſufficient to 
entitle them to Church-priviledges, except they had a ſpirizual re- 
lation alfo, Row 9. 6, 8. Open Apoſtares, and Revolters, though 
the carnal ſeed of Aditahams, were not counted of the Church, but 
as ſirangers, and Heathens, as David calls them, Pſa.

6.1, 3. So 1ſomacl caſt out, and the 1/maclites, Gal.4 30. Gen. 
21.10,14. Pal. $3. 6. whichlaſt place mzntions the Edonvites al- 
ſo, which were the poſterity of Abrabam ; yea, all the ewelve 
Tribes, which were the ſeed of Abrebem, were cat off at the laſt ; 
and yet their being begotten after the fi.(h, and being circumeiſed 
in the fleſh, was an help, not an hindrance, to their being begotten 
of the Promiſe, or to Circumciſion in the Spirit. 7acob was of 
1ſaac and Rebecca after the ficſh, and yet alſo the heir of Promiſe : 
And as then ſome were born only after the fleſo, us Iſhmael, Eſas ; 
and ſome Were alſo born after the ſpirit, as lſaac, Jacob : So the 
Apoflle (looking not only to the Paralle!,but to the Hiſtory) faith, 
Fo ts. 5s now; lome, even in the time of the Goſpel, are born of 
Chriſtian Parents only after the fleſv, and ſome alſo after the fpirit, 
and theſe do perſecute one another, Ga1.4.29. This differenee may 
diſcover it ſelf in riper years, but in Infancy it is as undiſcoverable 
now as then. 3: It was not neceflary that they ſhould be the car- 
nal ſeed of Abrahans that were in Covenant-relation, and initiated 
into the Church; for Abrabam was (as to this) not only the fa- 
ther of the =o but of many Nations, and upon this account his 


name was changed, Ger.17.4,5. Profclytes being Gentiles as well
